Claims 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Galopin et al (Abstract 0056, 224"" American Chemical Society National Meeting, Aug 
2002). 

Galopin et al (Abstract 0056, 224* American Chemical Society National Meeting, 
Aug 2002) teach a variety of derivatives of sanshool chemicals for use in foods as is 
claimed (see abstract). 

The enhancement of salty taste would be inherent to that of Galopin et al. 

Claims 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the applicant did not 
invent the claimed subject matter. 

Galopin et al (Abstract 0056, 224* American Chemical Society National Meeting, 
Aug, 2002) presented derivatives of sanshool chemicals at a national meeting prior to 
the filing of the claimed invention.
